SINCE  ITS  KAKLfXST  BEGINNING. 

MR.  D.  G.  OARABRAN^I  HISTORICAL  ABTIOLB, 
BRAD  AT  THR  RECENT  MEETING  OF  THE  EC- 
CLXIaN  SOCIETY — A  DETAILED  ACCOUNT  OF 
ALL  TUR  SOCIETY’S  EXPERIENCE*. 

The  following  i*  tke  article  read  by  Mr.  D.  G. 
Garabraut  at  the  meeting  of  the  Euclelan  rec¬ 
ently  held,  giving  a  complete  and  interesting 
accouut  of  the  Society’s  history.  It  Is  pabilsh- 
ed  In  fall. 

It  was  with  genuine  surprise  that  the  people 
of  our  drowsy  and  venerable  town  beard  that 
the  Euclelan  was  to  hsvs  a  meeting;  It  had  been 
credited  by  all,  eveu  Its  own  members,  with  be-' 
ing  dead,  but  they  were  wrong.  Truly  might 
there  have  been  said  of  it  as  was  said  of  another 
Bloomfield  InaWtnttoo,  It  "is  not  dead,  but 
atoepeth,”  and  we  may  depend  that  occasion 
ally  It  will  rise  up,  at  least  as  often  *s  the  seven-^ 
toen-year  locusts,  and  give  forth  for  tbe  good 
of  the  rsca  those  solid  noggeto  of  wisdom  for 
which  Euclelan  Is  famed. 

Forty-eight  hours  ago  It  dawDed  (although  It 
wsa  just  about  suudown)  on  the  mind  of  your 
writer  c ha*  to  Right  he  would  be  expected  to 
present  a  history  of  I  he  Euclelan  Society.  To 
attempt  a  history  of  the  KueMnn,  with  all  its 
magnificent-achlevements  for  the  weal  of  man¬ 
kind,  fn  less  than  five  years  of  research  were 
manifestly  to  invito  failure,  as  all  will  admit 
when  wc  remember  the  many  years  devoted  by 
Motley,  Prescott  and  Bancroft  to  the  at  least  as 
important  historical  works  they  have  given  us. 

But,  Mr.  President,  I  must  object  to  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  committee  in  appointing  this, task  to 
me  and  would  ask  why  should  they  have  skipped 
over,  or  crawled  under,  or  In  some  way  got  past 
•our  eminent  society  historian,  Morton  C.  Cog- 
gesball,  LL.  D. — s  gentleman  so  exception¬ 
ally  popular  and  so  thoroughly  efficient  in  his 
office  that  we  can  say  of  him  what  we  can  say 
of  no  other  officer  the  Society  has  ever  had, viz. 
he  fias  never  had  a  successor.  Elected  to  (he 
position  when  the  office  was  created,  he  alone 
haa  occupied  it  ever  since,  through  thick  and 
thin,  so  to  speak, imuch  of  tt  very  thin.  Why, 
we  ask,  should  hqbe  thus  ignored  and  the  duty 
laid  on  the  writer  who  simply  carries  the  money*" 
bag,  the  bag,  mind  you,  no  money.  If  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  the  earner  of  Franklin  tad  Mont¬ 
gomery  Streets  were  here  wc  are  sure  he  would, 
realising  the  momentous  issues  st  stake,  rise  to 
a  point  of  order,  call  for  tbe  decision  of  th* 
chair,  give  notice  of  a*  least  three  SHioadnu-nts 
to  tbe  constitution  and  move  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  thoroughly  revjae  It,  before 
be  would  submit  to  such  a  violstiou  of  consti¬ 
tutional  law.  However,  in  the  hands  of  s  com¬ 
mittee  who  have  no  more  regard  for  the  consti¬ 
tution  than  to  allow  an  Interim,  as  showu  by  fits 
Secretary's  books,  of  two  years,  seven  months 
and  nine  days  between  meetings,  when  the  coH-. 
stitutlon  expressly  provides  that  they  shall  be 
held  every  Monday  evening  at  eight  o'clock 
precisely, — In  tbe  hands  of  such  a  committee,  we 
say,  we  are  powerless  and  must  attempt  the 
task.  Iu  so  brief  time  as  that  at  oar  disposal 
the  most  we  can  do  will  be  to  rake  up  a  fow 
reminiscences  of  the  good  old  days  of  yore. 

The  Euo^etan  had  s  brgiuutijgwuoet  thing* 
have — nnd,  like  everything  of  any  consequence, 
it  had  sn  humble  beginning.  ‘On  December  28, 
1865,  s  day  never  to  bq  forgotten  by  the  frieiu$a  , 
of  humanity,  liberty,  progress,  education  and1 
all  such  titiugs,  there  met  st  the  baker-shop  of 
Tbotafil  T.  Cadmus  twelve  young  men,  of  poor 
J  least  poorer  than  they  wanted  to  be — but 
bonsat  parents.  They  came  to  this  baker -shop 
because  they  were  hungry— not  for  the  dimin¬ 
utive  six-penny  loaves  which  were  all  about 
them— bat  tor  food  tomoet  the  cravings  of  their 
higher  natures,  sad  to  secure  this  they  resolved 
to  "form  an  association  for  mutual  improve¬ 
ment  In  debating  social  advancement  and  gen¬ 
eral  literature,  to  be  called  Ilia  Yonng  Men’s 
Literaiy  Union." 

The  circumstances  of  that  first  meeting  are 
suggestive:  It'  was  held  at  the  place  from 
whence  issued  the  food  to  sustain  the  physical 
JIf*  of  tbe  people  of  Bloomfield,  and  at 
meeting  originated  a  fountain  of  mental  pabu¬ 
lum  for  tbe  intellectual  life  of  the  town;  there 
were  twelve  persons  preseut,  Just  the  same  num¬ 
ber  aa  coastitute  that  infallible  tribunal-- the 
jury— thus  foreshadowing  the  wisdom 
which  this  association  should  be  famed;  this, 
too,  waa  the  number  of  States  there  would  be 
In  the  American  Union  if,  aa  claimed  by  her 
enemies,  New  Jersey  was  out  of  the  Union  and 
non*  beside  the  original  thirteen  had  ever  been 
received,  thua  indiqaiing  the 

“Unity. 

Knit  by  low's  attraction.' 
which  haa  ever  characterized  tbe  Society;  again, 
there’s  Jnst  twelve  eggs  In  a  dozen,  which 
shows  —  we  have  forgotten  joat  what,  bat 
sotnelhldg  good,  and,  having  alre44y„«i>ent  too 
much  time  in  these  Introductory  remarks,  we 
wtil  forthwith  ptneecd  to  consider  our  subject.

business  at  Teller  of  the  Cvutral  Bank  of 
Rrookhn,  and  who  was  specially  qualified  for 
this  sort  of  wofy,  the  debt  was  paid  by  issuing 
Society  bonds,  Which  were  eagerly  token  up  by 
tke  members  to  stuns  ranging  from  92.50  to  $50.
